are less calls OB departments holding 


leans for relieving wants than ucual 
There have been, however, distributed by 
;be Overseers of the Poor the past month 
sixty-five loads of wood, and by the Ban- 
KOr Fuel Society, through Its Committee 
of seven, who have every means of learn- 
ngof taeesof need, some forty loads of 
wood and coal, and while there are a few 
cases of want by reason of an uDwilliog- 
lesstomakeic known, thero are many 
others lhat will receive all that they can 
get of provision, fuel and clothing tbat can 
be obtained Irom tbe city, Fuel Society, 
>enevoleut organisations and churches as 
;be p^st and piesent will show. 


Tbere are few, If any, towns or cit C' 


that provide for tbeir poor more liberally 
Our citizens are generous to a fanlt and 
means can be bad in an hour for every de- 
lerviog case of want. In 1877,when, there 
was such a large number out of work and 
needing help lhat a soup bouse 
wa- 


opened and our pauper expenses went up 
to twenty-six thousand dollars 
in tbe 


gross, several gentlemen contributed from 
twenty-live to fifty dollars in bread and 
bave continued to do something like that 
ever since, anfl one citizen 13 furnisbinj 
one hundred dollars worth of flour to dc- 
serving families and no doubt Mould 
mako it two hundred if needed, but like 
Jobof old, "the cause be knew not he 
searched out," as every one should do 
they act wisely.. I think some better {u 
derstanding should Le bud with those 
charged with tbc distribution of floods 
that we may not, as no doubt true in spme 
cises, encourage idleness and pauperism 
and induce families of otber towns tbat 
lave been helped more or less to move 
nto tbe city where they can be more 'lib- 
erally supplied.
